Within that space of time must be) 
crowded all important legislation, save | 
the prohibition measure, which is the 
only general act passed, and that bill | 
has not as yet become a law through, 
wubernatorial signature. 

Today the general tax act comes up as, 
a special order, and this voluminous 
measure is, by reason of its importance, 
a special order at all times, and takes 
precedence over all business. 

A single reading of the bill requires 
an hour and ten minutes, and when it 
is considered that it is read by sections, 
discussed in the same manner and 
adopted in that way, with its manifold | 
amendments, the time taken to pass! 
upon it can be better imagined than. 
prophesied. It is believed that

Following this bill, the general ap-, 
propriation bill, which has not yet been 
reported back to the house by the ap- 
propriation committee, wftl have to be 
taken up and acted upon. 

This, too, by reason of its importance 
is a special order measure, and has 
precedence over all other measures. 

It must he acted upon by sections, 
each of which is the subject of debate, 
and in addition must be reported upon 
by the house sitting as a committee of 
the whole, for the bill involves an ap- 
propriation, and there is added a roll 
call of the aye and nay vote, on the 
entire bill and oftentimes on disputed 
sections.

In sections where 
the precipitation was light a mumber of 
moist, cloudy days succeeded each other 
and the most was thereby gotten from 
the rain. Reports of improvement are 
largely in excessfi some correspondents 
noting the best progress of the season. 
Reportg from Georgia indicate a large 
production, amd the Texas reports are 
the best of the season. 

The small plant is everywhere taking 
on fruit in an excellent manner and in 
proportion to size promises to be a large 
producer. fTIrregularity is still apparent 
throughout the central cotton belt, some 
fields promising well, while others are 
mot nearly so good. The poor stand in 
the central belt will also perhaps be a 
factor in the final outturn. But what- 
ever the condition of the plant. a marked 
improvement has taken place where 
showers fell. 

There is little complaint of damage 
from boll weevil in the infested districts 
and elsewhere there are no damaging 
insects. 

Southern Texas remains dry ard the 
cotton is being opened prematurely and 
Wefore it is fully matured. The _ yield 
there is less than last year's. 

Barring the lack of well-distributed 
moisture, the week was a very favorable 
one.

STATES TO MAKE 
COTTON REPORT 


If Plan of Commissioner Wat- 
son Is Adopted 


SICK OF THE GOVERNMENT 


South Carolina Commissioner In- 
terests Commissioners of the 
Cotten Belt im Scheme te 
Get Accurate Data as te 
Cotton, 


Columbia, S. C., August 4.—(Special.)— 
Probably the first attempt on the part 
of any branch of a state government in 
the south to give anything like a com- 
prehensive report of the condition of 
the cotton crop was that issued by Com- 
missioner of Immigration and Agricul- 
ture E. J. Watson, of this state, on 
August !, which showed the condition of 
the cotton crop in this state to be 80.5. 
That Mr. Watson's information was au- 
thentic was verified by the government 
report issued the following day, show- 
ag gen condition in South Carolina to 
De 
As president of the Southern States 
Commissioners of Agriculture, which will 
meet in Columbia, in October next, Mr. 
WwW atson announces that in view of the 
various complaints of the government 
cotton crop reports, it is his aim to 
have accurate data collected in each of 
the cotton growing states for the pur- 
pose of making a general report of the 
cotton crop at the meeting to be held 
in this city. 

In discussing the work now engaging 
Po aaaaate Watson's attention, he 
said: 


Mr. Watson Talks. 


“The issuing of our midseason cotton 
report is but the beginning of an effort 
throughout the cotton producing states 
to provide for an estimate of thorough- 
ly accurate gotton reports, and a final 
estimate prepared with strict regard to 
accuracy by those who are more or less 
charged with the care of the interests of 
southern agriculture. In view of the 
great complaint that has so often fol- 
lowed the preparation of the reports in 
Washington, there has been a growing 
demand for reports from official sources 
in the south. So far as I know the re- 
port issued yesterday by the South Car- 
olina department is the first general mid- 
season report to be issued in anv of the 
States) and great care was taken in its 
preparation. 

‘It is not the purpose to issue another 
before October 1, which is practically 
the close of the season. and this will be 
preparatory to the most accurate esti- 
mate possible of the crop about Novem- 
ber 16. 

‘This matter of how to get repogts has 
been discussed from time to time by the 
southern states commissioners in their 
annual sessions, and upon assuming the 
presidency of this association, which em- 
braces all of the states from Virginia to 
Texas, I determined, if possible, to get 
every state at work in the effort to se- 
cure accurate information upon which to 
base a final estimate at the next meet- 
ing of the association. which is to be 
held in Columbia the third week in No- 
vember.

Aigiers, France, August 4.—Forty pas- 
gengers In a third-olass railroad car and 
the engineer of the train were drowned 
this afternoon in a railroad accident 
three miles southeast of this town. 

The locomotive of a crowded local 
train jumyped the track when entering 
the bridge over the river Loire at Les 
Ponts Ce. The stone railing gave 
Way and the engine plunged into the 
river fifty feet below, dragging down 
with it its tender and the baggage and 
third-class cars. Fortunately no other 
cars went into the water, as the coupling 
between the second and third cars broke. 

The conductor and fireman were the 
only persons whose lives were saved. 
They escaped by swimming. 

The third~lass car was well filled with 
passengers. but although part of the 
roof was blown off by the confined air 
as it sank, not a single passenger extri- 
cated himself and all were drowned like 
rats in a ‘trap. The engineer perished 
beneath the locomotive.

New York, August 4.—Last week saw 


the financial and industrial outlook re- 
action of the securities 
immediate developments 
induced a heavy undertone to 
speculation, although there was a2 mix- 
ture of favorable factors which acted 
as a restraint on positive weakness.

The falling off in the unfilled 
orders on hand from the preceding 
quarter was restricted to a little over 
400,000 tons, and left that item well 
in excess of the figure at the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

Setback Admitted. 

The large sums made available and 
set aside for the enlargement and ex- 
tensions in which the corporation is 
engaged insured its immunity also 
from the emberrassments from scanty 
available capital and generous interest 
charges which have been such a grave 
feature in the situation of railroad 
corporation for some time past. All 
of this yas practically overborne, how- 
ever, by the frank act of acknowledg- 
ment on behalf of the corporation that 
the new orders received during July 
had fallen 25 to 30 per cent below 
those of July last.

Statesboro, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)— 
After gathering evidence and a rigid ex- 
amination lasting the entire afternoon,

Cassis 
ran around the house and came back 
and assisted in bringing the dead man 
in, doing this in an effort to throw off 
suspicion, it is sald.

A SHOCK TO STANDARD OIL. 

If the decision of Judge Kennesaw Mountain Landis, announced on Sat- 
urday in the United States district court at Chicago, in the Standard Oil 
rebating cases, is sustained by the higher courts, it wil] arouse in the 
atrophied trust conscience a salutary respect for law and teach a lesson as to 
the value of honesty and fair dealing in business that will not soon be 
forgotten. 

The futility of nominal fines in rebate cases, paid without murmur by 
the railroads, whether such fines are levied against them or against their 
officers and agents, was clearly recognized by Judge Landis. For each of 
the 1,462 counts on which the Standard Oil company was found guilty, he 
imposed the maximum fine under the law, making an impressive total of 
$29,240,000. 

This amount is 131 times as large as the actual money represented by 
the rebates received, is 50 times the value of the oil carried in the ship- 
ments which caused the indictments and is one-third of the total net earnings 
of the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey in the three years during which 
the illegal operations of the Indiana company were conducted. 

This giant Standard Oil corporation has been under court fire before for 
accepting secret rebates, and the history of the organization shows that its 
monopoly was built up largely through means of dishonest and unfair dis- 
criminations in freight rates. 

The fine imposed by Judge Landis is without a paralle] in the history of 
American criminal procedure, and a fine of such magnitude has probably 
never been imposed by any court in any country. 

The extent of the penalties imposed would alone have made the de- 
cision memorable, but the severe and withering arraignment of Standard Oil 
methods and practices has probably never been surpassed in a legal! decision. 

The evils of’ rebating by giant corporations which have held themselves 
above the law and viewed with contemptuous disdain the innocuous fines 
which rarely represent the earnings of one freight car in one) year, are 
grouped in the comprehensive view of Judge Landis under the one general 
head of lawlessness and brought down to the level of counterfeiting and 
stealing, from which they differ only in degree. 

The impressions that trusts can defy the laws which control the indi- 
vidual business man; that great combinations of capital] are immune from 
the injunctions as to honesty, justice and fair deaiing set down in the 
moral and the legal code: that the man whose identity and actions are 
veiled under the title and operations of a corporation can expect immunity 
from punishment, are blasted by the scathing arraignment of Judge Landis 
and his application of the law. 

After disposing of the cases against’ the Standard Oil corporation for 
receiving rebates, Judge Landis directed that a jury be summoned at once 
to look into the case of the Chicago and Alton, proven bythe testimony. to 
have been guilty of granting rebates,

Judge Landis has placed the country under obligations for new, clear 
and vigorous interpretations of existing statutes especially as to the extent of 
the government’s authority in the matter of corporate regulation and its 
Jurisdiciion over interstate and intrastate lines of railroads. 

The final decision of the supreme court on this important judicial 
crinion will be awaited with more interest than the country has shown in any 
Jegal wuestion since the Northern Securities case was up for adjudication.

An officia] whose duty it is to manage and conduct the routine business 
of a governmental institution, such as a system of public schools, the de- 
partment of health and others of like nature, should be primarily and di- 
‘rectly responsible for the proper and efficient performance of that duty to 
la supervisory authority which may at any time take such action as may be 
necessary to' give the people the best possible service.

ABOUT THE HOLLY PUMP 


Pump Company, has written an open 
letter to city council about the  pur- 
chase of a pump for the city waterworks 
department. Mr. Arnotd states that he 
favors the Longino resofution, calling 
for the appointment of a eommittee and 
the selection of an expert to determine 
the matter. 


The letter is az follows: 

Editor Constitution: As attorney for the 
Holly Company, I have written the following 
open letter to the mayor and council, which 
, request you to publish: 

‘To the Mayor and Genera] Council of At- 

lanta: : 

“In the selection of a pump for the water- 
works system, a mistake will likely cost the 
city much more money than the price of 
either pump, and is Hable to result in hav- 
ing no pump at all. 

‘Upon the one side ig offered by the Holly 
Company a standard vertical. triple expansion 
pump, used in practicaily every large city 
in the union for such high and variable 
pressure as the city. of Atlanta requires. 
Three pumps of the,same make are already 
in use at the Atlanta waterworks, and have 
given complete satisfaction. They are not 
experiments. They are as much standard 
goods as Baldwin engis®s, rarker guns, or 
any other equally well recognized manufac- 
aah article of high type in its particviar 

ne. 

“It would seem that the officials of the 
City waterworks department should be at 
least listened to in this matter, and council 
should not set up its own judgment hastily 
®ad without investigation. It is readily con- 
ceded that it would not do to take the state- 
ment, without caution, of any man who is 
undertaking. to sell his wares. For this 
very reason, therefore, the city council 
should go slow in setting. up its own judg- 
ment as to a matter of which it has no ex- 
pert knowledge against the deliberate judg- 
ment of its waterworks department and 
council’s chosen expert, Mr. Ma.Wy. as to 
the kind of machinery needed for that de- 
partment. 

“In the adgrtisement 
waterworks department 
were called for. Three 
vertical pumps made bids, 
Holly Company was the snos: 
for the city. 

‘“‘No call was made for bids by the man- 
ufacturers of centrifugal pumps. The bid by 
Mr. Hurt's company is entirely outside of 
the call made by the waterworks department 
for bids. It would seem chat if any cen- 
trifuga!l pump is to be setected, all reputable 
manufacturers who make this type of pump 
should be allowed to come in and make a 
bid. Only Mr. Hurt’s company bas appeared 
and that without invitation. [| am informed 
that there are many other manu‘acturere of 
centrifugal pumps in this country, who do 
business upon a much larger scale than Mr. 
Hurt’s company. and who could doubtless 
throw much light en what the proper cost 
of such a pump would be. It doubtiess never 
occurred to the other manufacturers of cen- 
trifugal pumps to make a bid, because the 
function which this pump was to perform in 
keeping up high and variable pressure for 
the city of Atlanta, was entirely outside of 
whet centrifugal pumps are accustomed to 
do: but certainly. if council is wedded to the 
idea of a centrifugal pump, it would be but 
fair to advertise for bids from all the man- 
ufacturers of centrifugal pumps. and see if a 
much better bid. both as to price and terms 
than that made by Mr. Hurt’s company can- 
not be secured. 

Does City Want Experiment? 


“Rut does the city want to experiment 
upon a centrifugal purg? It was stated thag 
the city of Brooklyn had one which was 
giving satisfaction. The telegram sent to Dr. 
Taylor indicated that the only centrifugal 
pump which the city of Brooklyn had was 
one which furnished 6,000,000 gallons of 
water, and that the other one, which was 
to furnish 20,000,000 gallons, had not yet 
been completed, and was only an experiment. 
Il am informed that Dr. Taylor has since re- 
ceived a letter from the Brooklyn authort- 
ties to the effect that the 6,000,000 gallon 
pump was more or less an experiment with 
them and has not come up to the guarantee 
made by the manufacturer and has only been 
used for pumping water into a starg pipe 
under practically steady head and that the 
20,000,000 galion centrifugal pump now being 
erected in the city of Brooklyn is for tem- 
porary use to pump into reseevoir, while 
four vertical .triple pumps are being installed 

‘‘Mantifestly, therefore, this illustration 
from Brooklyn throws no light on the sub- 
ject, because Atlanta needs a 20,000,000 gal-

If it disregards 
wholly the advice of the officials of the 
waterworks department, will it also disregard 
the advice of its selected expert? Mr- Quil- 
lian says that Expert Maury was in a hurry, 
and did not make a satisfactory investigation. 
The letter of Mr Maury does not bear out Mr. 
Quillian’s contention. Is the case al- 
tered? It shows a careful analysis of the 
entire situation. Mr. Quilllan says that in 
second letter Mr. Maury made some 
changes from his first figures. It occurs te 
us that this shows he is a reasonable man, 
and if convinced of error he is willing to ad- 
mit it. Wise men will change, but fools will 
not. The changes in his figures were evi- 
dently made at the instance of the centrif- 
ugal Dump people, because they were changes 
which made the figures on cost and operating 
expense appear slightly more in their favor 
than the first report.

About Price of Pump. 


“It is said, however, that Mr: Hurt’s pump 
will cost something NMke $90,000 less than 
the Holly pump. Expert Maury’s figures do 
not bear out this contention. Maury's figures 
show that, considering botn investment and 
operation, there jis little difference in cost, 
However, concede for the sake of argument, 
that Mr. Hurt’s pump will cost $90,000 less. 
Shall we buy an unfit pump simply because 
is cheap? Mr. Hurt's company 

it is said, to . build a pump 
and allow the city of Atlanta to experiment 
with it for a given time, and if the expe- 
riment appears satisfactory, the pump is to 
be taken by the aity,.and if it appears. un- 
Satisfactory the city is to reject it. The cene- 
trifugal pump will cost in round figures 
$115,000 and likely ‘more. It will require 
eight months to build it and likely more, bee 
cause few such jobs are completed in con- 
tract time. Suppose {t requires four months 
additional to give ft a substantial test, and 
suppose, at the end of that time, the city 
rejects it. Thus twelve months in the effort 
to secure a pump will be lost, and the city 
will be as much without a pump at the end 
of twelve months as it {s today. But does 
anyone believe for a moment that Mr. Hurt’s 
company, after expending $115,000 in erect- 
Ing this pump, would allow the city to ree 
ject it without a lawsuit that would prob- 
nbly last through years? I believe that the 
city would be kept in hot water for five 
years. Boards of arbitration would be ap- 
pointed, experts would be selected. The issue 
as to whether the test was satisfactory would 
be discussed pro and con. No contract. how- 
ever stroggly drawn. could avoid disputes 
of this kid. It {s said to be a centrifugal 
pump run by a steam turbine. It might take 
weeks or months to discover whether the 
pump or the turbine was satisfactory. It 
will thus be seen at a glance that the city 
will be pulled into an experiment that is 
likely to $100.000 to somebody, and Ppro- 
duce ro results. Why experiment with {ft at 
all if all well posted men say it won't do the 
work? 

“Mr. Hurt, in letter almitted that he 
knew of no centrifugal pump of the sort he 
proposed to build which was doftne the work 
proposed to be done by this pump in Atlanta. 
Should not this argument be conclusive? 
Would all the progressive cities of this unian 
overlook thie centrifugal pump. if ft eof d 
not do the work, and was so much cheaper? 
Has Alderman Quillian just discovered its 
wonderful adaptability? If so. he should be 
given all credit for his wonderful discovery. 

“The corespondence of the waterworks de- 
partment upon this subject with the various 
municipalities of the country is one unbroken 
expression of opinion. upon the pert of theses 
municipalities, that the vertical pump is the 
only pump which has been tried and found 
satisfactory; that the centrif‘yral pumps are 
mere experiments, and all advise against thelr 
acceptance The city Atlanta its not so 
much intetested In what is cheap In connee- 
tion with the waterworks as in what {fs sat- 
isfactory. An uninterrupted supply of good 
water to this city is too important to justify 
the rejection of an admittedly perfect plece 
of machinery in order to plunge into an ex- 
periment which is liable to keen a celty tn 
turmoil for years, even if a few dollars might 
be saved.

According to Mr. Quilllan himself 
there has been no satisfactory expert and 
committee investigation as yet. T believe 
Mayor Joyner could appoint a committee, and 
that committee could select an expert, who, 
acting together, could get at the truth of this 
matter.

Anti-Tuberculosis League, held at the 
Grand yesterday afternoon, was well at- 
tended and the proceedings were highly 
enjoyed. 

The feature of the mass meeting was 
the splendid addresses of Dr. W. H. 
Mayfield, of St. Louis, Mo., secretary 
of the American  Anti-Tuberculosis 
League; Dr. J. Cheston King, of Atlanta, 
and Hon. Reuben Arnold, of Atlanta,

This is done by in- 
jecting under the skin of the caw tu- 
berculin, which ff the disease lurks in 
the body will produce a fever in twenty- 
four to forty-eigat hours. Whole herds 
can be tested at a very little expense 
and should be done hy each state. 

‘“Tubereulin is produced in a number 
of different ways. One product is made 
by growing culture of bacillus tubercu- 
losis in 5 per cent glycerine bouillon for 
several months.

imized.

Local Option. 


The local option meusure, comprising 
features for the elimination of not only 
saloons, but dispensaries as well, is the 
vehicle upon which the anti-saloon forces 
hope to roll the liquor traffic out of the 
state. With the county as a unit al- 
most any county can be voted dry if 
there is a pretty good element in the 
cities and towns for it. For instance, it 
is thought that with the anti-tquor vote 
which could be had in Montgomery city 
and the heavy prohibition sentiment in 
the country the saloons eould pe voted 
out easily if the temperance advocates 
decided to get very busy.

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ROOSEVELT RULES FOR DOMINGO. 


President Makes Financial Regu- 
lations for Black Republic. 
Washington, August 4.—The president 
has made a set of regulations for the 
sovernment of the customs receivership 
established in Santo VDomimgo under the 
terms of the convention of February 8, 
1907. It is provided that the accoumts 
of the general receiver shall be rendered 
to the contaduria general of the Domin- 
ican republic aend the state department at 
Washington and referred for verification 
to the bureau of insular affairs which is 
givem immediate supervision and contro] 
of the receivership. Every precaution 
is taken to guard against irregular prac- 
tices and heavy bonds are required while 
provision is made for the most rigid and 
systematic inspection of the machinery 
of collection, and for complete vouchers 

of expenditures. 

An important regulation is number 12, 
which provides that pending the com- 
pletion of the ‘financial arrangement” 
for the floating of a loan to pay off the 
creditors of Santo Domingo, the general 
receiver is to continue, in a new account, 
to make the same disposition of the 
funds received by him as _ heretofore. 
Under the old arrangement, whereby 
fifty-five per cent of the Dominican rev- 
enues were deposited in the National 
City Bank of New York for the benefit 
of foreign creditors, a fund of about 
$3,000,000 has been accumufated which 
cannot be distributed until the new ar- 
rangement is perfected. Under the new 
treaty the Dominican government is to 
receive a lump sum of $100,000 monthly 
out of its collection for itg maTntenance. 
It is stated that this is so much more 
advantageous for that government thasn 
the old arrangement of forty-five per 
cent of the collections that fhe Domin- 
ican govermment would be about $200,000 
better off had it originally been placed 
upotn the new basis,

TOURING IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
NO. 2. 


My last was written in the stuffy, 
| Close, warm reading and writing room 
of a hotel in Monroe after a day of 
mingled labor end pleasure spent at 
Huntersville, Mecklenberg county. 
There were good facilities for separate 
meetings of the men and the women 
during the morning and a jont meeting 
in the afternoon, and sandwiched be- 
tween was the traditional picnic dinner, 
with friend chicken, chicken ple, roast 
beef and pudding, fruit ples and cakes 
galore, with pickles, both sweet and 
sour, and other accessories to fill up the 
cracks and make the feast complete. 
This editor spoke twice to about one 
hundred men who seemed to listen with 
an eagerness that was evidenced by 
numerovs pointed and pertinent quese- 
tions. At the afternoon meeting I lige 


tened to an excellent offhand addresg 
delvereg to the joint meting by Mrs. 
Sue Hollowell, of Goldsboro, N. C., fol- 
lowed by a very interesting talk from 
Miss Moore on the subject of “Birds 
and Their Relation to Man,’ The topic 
was a novel one to most of the audi- 
ence, 

On the 26th our party was at Moores- 
Ville, fredeil county, wnich was the ex- 
treine rorthern jimit of the present 
tour. This is-well up in the Piedmont 
region, correspending pretty closely to 
the country nortn and exat of Atlanta, 
although a little tarther north, and you 
not eyuailly elevatea. Saturday night 
and Sunday found the whole of two sece- 
tions Of tne workers in Cnariotte to rest 
up, “get good” and be ready for the 
nxt day’s work, the scehe of which was 
at Concod, the county seat of Cabannis 
county, Here we were greeted by @& 
large number of the “norny-handed”’ 
from the country round about and the 
meeting proved a satisfactory success, 
We spent Monday night again at Chare 
lotte and on Tuesday put in a day’s 
work at Hickory Grove, Mecklenberg 
county, some eight miles from Char- 
lotte. Here we found a large, well- 
built church, but were not permitted to 
hold an agzicultural meeting within Its 
Sacred portals! hut the “arbor,’’ erect- 
ed for campmeeting purposes and a 
nearby school bufildng afforded an 
abundance-of room and free circulation 
of air and the occasion was quite a sue. 
cess. There were present quite a large 
number of men, women and children 
and a splendid “spread” was laid on the 
extemporized tables. Again we hited 
ourselves, in the splendid livery “rig” 
that had carried us out in the early 
morning (eight miles), back to Char- 
lotte, which had become, in a sense. our 
home. Today, July 31, four members 
of the previous day's party went six 
miles to Sardis church in tlte southern 
part of Mecklenberg corntv making 
three gistrict meetings held in this fa- 
mous old county. In some respects, 
this was the most satisfactory meet- 
Ing we had held durine the two weeks, 
We had opportunity to see the country 
from the well-cushioned seats of our 
excellent surry. with two fine horses aa 
the motive power. It reminded me of 
the best portions of Greene. Madison 
and Morgan counties tin Georgia. The 
soi] is mostly of a deep chocolate-co]- 
ored loam. The crops—especially of 
corn—-were in very fine and flovrishing 
condition, although the cotton is late 
mich later than usual. 

There were evidences on every hand 
of the presence of an intelligent. pros- 
perous and contented population. JT 
noted particularly several points: 
(!) There ig a large and very handsome 
brick church, modern in its shape and 
appointments, iust about completed at 
a cost of $15,000-—-certainly a sight not 
usually seen “away out” in the country. 
(2) Among the hundreds of vehicles that 
had brought the three to four hundred 
people together I did not see a single 
ramshackled farm wagon: indeed, not a 
farm wagon of any sort. excepting an Old 
Hickory that had brought a ton of ice 
(more or less) and several boxes of lem- 
ons, sugar, ice cream fixings, etc., for 
the greater pleasure of the people. The 
pleasure conveyances were of high char- 
acter, the horses and mules fine and in 
good condition. (3) Moreover, the peo- 
ple were good looking and many of them 
cultured and refined, and the dinner was 
all that could be desired. 

It should be remembered that Mecklen- 
burg county has a most wmique and glo- 
rious history.

CURDY MILK. 

H. H. Kinny, Hoschton, Ga.—(1) The Ap- 
pler oats that I bought from 8S. M. Farrar, 
Haddock, Ga. (as per yor recomendation) 
proved to be about 10 per cent smut or blast. 
I sowed them in open furrows, and they did 
well with this objection. Will they be worse 
next year? If so, give me the best and cheap- 
est way to clean them, as I want them for 
seed. 

(2) Also I want to know what to do for my 
cow. About two months ago her milk began 
to taste and smell old and rancid like an old 
milk rag. After a week or so she refused to 
eat for one day, and seemed dull and stupid, 
and lay around in the pasture all day, then 
the flow of milk almost stopped. After 
that-she was hearty and seemed al! right, 
but her milk became cloddy and stringy, 
changing from one teat to another, and in a 
short time she was dry. She is 7 years old. 
of scrub stock. Her calf is 8 months old. 
and she will drop calf in October. I feed 
her on cottonseed and cotton mea! and hus: 
heve good pasture and fresh water. She 
seems to be healthy every way. and is in 
g00d condition. From this description can 
you diagnose her case, and tell me what !s 
the matter and give me a remedy? Will it 
return with next oalf? Enclosed find stamp 
for reply, and oblige. 

Answer—!. The oats will have blast one 
year unless prevented, which is @asy 
enough. Get one pint of formalin (drug 
Store) for ¢very fifty bushels of seed oats 
to be treated. Mix it in 50 gallons of 
water. Spread your seed oats 3 or 4 
inches thick on a tight floor and sprinkle 
the liquid over them at the rate of one 
galion to the bushel. Stir so as to wet 
the grain; let stand in a heap two or 
three hours, Then spread out and drv 
enough to sow well. This may be done 
just before sowing. Formalin will cost 
you 40 or 50 cents a pint. This treat- 
ment will destroy all the blast’ germs and 
you will have no glast next year. 

2. Give the cow only pure, clean water 
to drink. Also give the cow 2 drams 
of bi-sulphite of soda once a day. it 
this doesn't cure it milk her three times 
a day and inject into each teat 2 drams 
of hyposulphite of soda dissolved in one 
pint of water after each milking.

SICK COWS. 

A. H., Victoria, Tex.—Will you please tell 
me what kind of a disease my cows have? 
They lie in a natural healthy position of 
rest for two or three days. They have no 
appetite. Can't get up and in three or five 
days dle. 

Answer—It is impossible to more than 
surmise what the disease may be from 
your exceedingly meager description. 
if the cow has just dropped a calf when 
attached, perticularly if she is a fine 
cow and has had two or more calves, it 
is probably what is know nas “milk fe- 
ver,” which is fatal i nthe maojrity of 
cases unless given the air treatment 
very promptly. This consists in pump- 
| ng her bag or udder full of air by means 
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cycle pump, which must be scalded thor- 
oughly in boiling *water, or dipped in 4 
per cent solution of carbolic acid and 
water. A cow with this disease lies 0” 
her breastbone with her head turned to 
her: side and soon becomes bDilind and 
also unable to swallow anything, often 
dying without even an effort to rise to 
her feet.

well for oats, but the following is tne 
one that I have so often recommended: , 
Avcid phosphate (14 per cent)..

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POLYURIA OF MULE. 


L. H.. Cwllman, Ala.—I have @ mule that 
passes an unusual quantity of water. Ile at 
times has from four to five free passages 
within an hour. At such times his water !s 
almost perfectly clear; at others it is clear at 
the beginning of the passage, but colors 
toward the last. For the/last month about 
one-half of feed has been sheaf oats—the 
other corn and fodder, and this complaint 
has increased on him during this period. He 
is 4 years old; eats well, and so far as out- 
ward appearance goes, no one would suspect 
that there was anything wrong with him. 
Please tell me what the trouble is, and what 
to do for it. 

Answer: The disease is called poly- 
uria, the cause of which is not very 
well understood, but it usually follows 
a wet season when oats, straw, etc., 
have been more or less exposed to 
rains and are more or less musty. Pos- 
sibly the cause is in your sheaf oats. 
Iodine is a specific for this disease, 
given in one-dram doses (! ieaspoon- 
ful). First dissolve the iodine in a lit- 
tle alcohol, then add one-half pint of 
water, or you may mix the iodine into 
a bolus with bread and sirup. Give a 
dose two or three times a day. Us- 
ually two or three doses will stop it. 
Follow this up with one dram of cop- 
peras in ‘the morning and one drain of 
phosphate of calcium in the evening tn 
a bran mash, and continue for twe 
or three weeks. 


SICK "CALVES v. BLACK LEG. 

B. A. Epting, Little Mountain, S. C.—Will 
you please tell us what was the matter with 
our cows? A calf. 1 year old got sick last 
Friday, and died on Sunday; another 10 
months old got sick on Wednesday and died 
on Friday. When first sick they appeared to 
be lazy or droopy, and would not move about 
much unless driven. Would lie down most of 
the time, look at one side and grunt; seemed 
stiff in the joints and would not eat nor 
drink anything. The bowels and urine seemed 
to be all right: didn't seem to be bloated, 
but the last day began to swell between and 
behind the front legs, and after dead the 
brisket was several times as large as usual. 
They had been in a large, swampy woods 
pasture for three months without any at- 
tention whatever, but they were in good fix. 
Have not seen any ticks on them. Teil us 
about the disease and remedy as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Answer: If vour calves did not nnve 
and ticks on them then it is morally 
certain that it was not tick fever. But 
sometimes that disease will be induced 
by ticks that are present of such small 
size and numbers that they will not be 
noticed except by a close observer. I 
think it probable that it was “black 


affects young cattle only. The symp- 
toms as far as described and the char- 
acter of the pasture (swampy) suggest 
that disease The swelling, which is 
always present, may be on the thigh 
neck, shoulder, breast, flanks or rump, 
but never below the _ § knee. When 
stroked or handled the tumor emits a 
peculiar crackling sound. There is 
practically no treatment that is 
effective, the large majority of cases 
dying within three days. Vaccinating 
with black-leg vaccine is supposed to 
protect if done in time. Under the 
name of “black-leggine’” and other 
names it is advertised and sold. 


“SPINAL TROUBLE” OF COWS 
BAMA. 

T. O. Coker, Greenville, Ala.—We are losing 
a good many cattle in our country from some 
sort of spinal trouble. Their horns are hol- 
low and their tails are hollow and the anli- 
mal goes into paralysis before it dies. Can 
you place the disease and the cause? 
thank vou to kindly suggest a redemy and 
to give the same through the columns of The 
Weekly Constitution. 

Answer—All cow’s 
low, and there is np such disease as 
“hollow tail.” As you have not de- 
scribed the disease any further than 
to add that the animal ‘goes into 
paralysis before it dies,””’ I am not able 
io say what it is. One accomplished 
vetérinary surgeon says that he thinks 
most of the cases of so-called “hollow- 
rorn” and “hollow-tail’ are cases of 
tick fever. If a “good many cattle’ 
are dying, of the disease. it would be 
well to write to Dr. C. A. Cary, Auburn, 
Ala., yvour state veterinary surgeon. 
You should have said what sexes and 
what ages of cattle have the disease.

W. P. Me... Ohatchie, Ala.—(1.) Will you 
please tell me what to do for my cow. She 
has a calf 18 days old. At first she seemed 
weak in her hind parts, reeled as she walked; 
didn’t eat hearty till yesterday. Now she 
eats all she can get; don’t seem to hear good 
or see much. She acts foolish; her nose runs 
some and her hide is bound. I have ripped 
her hide loose, but it gets tight again. I have 
treated her for the so-called hollow horn. I 
feed her on cotton seed and corn meal, oats 
and green fodder. Please let me hear as 
soon as possible. She is a fine cow and I 
hate to lose her. 

(2) Is it safe to feed oats that has smut in 
them. and is there any preventive of the 
smut? 

Answer-—!. I cannot diagnose the case 
with confidence without a better de- 
scription of the symptoms. I suspect 
that it is a case of milk fever, to which 
heavy milkers, with third or fourth 
calf, are liable, the disease coming on 
within a few hours to a week after 
calving. Put this is only a surmise. By 
this time she has probably recovered.
